Indiana, 
Kansas, Iowa and Nebraska, have reckoned up 
their totals and found that there will be no lean 
Thanksgiving for 1809. Wherever else the hope 
of bread to spare may have seemed to crow less 
as the harvest home approached, it has grown 
with them to the final certainty that for 12 months 
to come the country will have a larger supply of 
food than in the last twelve. In corn their 
yield of 1,517,000,000 bushels this rear is already 
being changed into the Thanksgiving turkeys, 
which will ~ladden the stomach and cheer the 
heart of the country. Western grain crops mean 
not only bread but all the meats which go with 
it. The Western grain surplus is now known 
to be great enough to put this rear well above 
last throughout the United States. 

Sach results are impossible without industry 
and intelligence. With these, they increase their 
averages in every generation. But no amount of 
intelligence could count out such results this 
year, or in any other year, because of any merit, 
however high. They would have been different 
if the lines had been drawn differently on the 
weather maps displayed by day on the Court- 
house corner in St. Louis and in so many other 
places, that no reasonable person has a reason- 
able excuse left for excessive self-satisfaction.

It is the same with 
all our food products Not only is our surplus 
of these things decreasifg constantly, but it is 
practically certain that it will continue to de- 
crease. How, then, are we to regain the balance: 
Obviously only by increased a of manufac- 
tured goods. 
Consideration of this hice cannot be di- 
vorced from the tariff. Ata time when we should 
be striving to diversify and increase our foreign 
trade, we are on the~verge of trade wars, arising 
from our tariff greed, with France and Canada 
and, inferentially, with Germany and other con- 
tinental countries. It is a most interesting sit- 
uation; it may become embarrassing and even 
dangerous. But it may also be the one way of 
impressing on our tariff-fattened monoplies that 
unrestrained standpatism will react to destroy 
itself. ie

Mr. . ‘Rocketeier’s character as a benefactor of 
mankind shone brilliantly in his address to the 
little boys of the Euclid Avenue _ Sunday 
School, Cleveland. 

The lesson he enforced was the uses of strug- 
gle. Only through struggle do we overcome, grow 
strong and able to stand upright to do our proper 
part in the world. 

Mr. Rockefeller has done his part and, it is said, 
more than his part to make this a practical gos- 
pel- of life. “With sleepless solicitude he has 
watched his fellow men, and when they ap- 
peared to be weakening he has said to‘ himself: 
“That is because they don’t struggle enough. 
They need obstacles to overcome, 80 that they 
can strengthen, by exercise, the bodily, moral 
and mental faculties which are bound to become 
flabby unless they are exercised in struggle.” 
So he marks up the price of vil, making it hard- 
er for the people to get. The struggle to earn 
the money necessary to pay the additional price 
strengthens them, sharpens their wits, ennobles 
them, and all things of that sort. Mr. Carnegie 
has preached the same doctrine. It is good 
to be born poor, he tells us, because then we 
must struggle to escape the sufferings of poverty 
and so the standard of manhood is raised. 

It’s all very plain and true, but people who 
do not make a profit out of other people's strug- 
gles perversely believe that the natural obstacles 
in a natural order of life are quite enough to 
exercise the faculties of any man. In fact, they 
think such obstacles are, as it were, providential- 
ly ordained for the very purpose of making men 
struggle up to the limits of his natural strength. 

Why do Mr. Rockefeller and other like-minded 
men take it for granted that Mother Nature 
didn’t know how to regulate this matter. They 
think men haven’t obstacles enough to over- 
come unless they make good the neglect of na- 
ture. This is the gospel underlying the poli- 
cy which raises the price of shoes, and dishpans, 
and clothing. But it is not convincing. No man 
can preach the gospel of struggle with any ef- 
fect if he is known to be making an unjust profit 
put of other people’s struggles.

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THANKSGIVING IN THE WEST. 

This year the West does not need to wait 
for official. proclamations to define its reasons for 
thanksgiving. Seven Western states are closely 
studied through the growing season because long 
observations of their seasons has shown that a full 
Thanksgiving for them means that there will not 
be a lean one anywhere in the country. 

These seven —_*. Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, 
Kansas, Iowa and Nebraska, have reckoned up 
their totals and found that there will be no lean 
Thanksgiving for 1909. Wherever else the hope 
of bread to spare may have eeemed to grow less 
as the harvest home approached, it has grown 
with them to the final certainty that for 12 months 
to come the country will have a larger supply of 
food than:in the last twelve. In corn their 
yield of 1,517,000,000 bushels this year is already 
being changed into the Thanksgiving turkeys, 
which will sladden the stomach and cheer the 
heart of the country. Western grain crops mean 
not only bread but all the meats which go with 
it. The Western grain surplus is now known 
to be great enough to put this year well above 
last throughout the United States, 

Such results are impossible without industry 
and intelligence. With these, they increase their 
averages in every generation. But no amount of 
intelligence could count out such results this 
year, or in any other year, because of any merit, 
however high. They would have been different 
if the lines had been drawn differently on the 
weather maps displayed by day on the Court- 
house corner in St. Louis and in so many other 
places, that no reasonable person has a reason- 
able excuse left for excessive self-satisfaction. 
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While the Jeoanen are so diligently learning 
from us, let us not miss the opportunity | to learn 
from them. 
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CONSERVING THE BABIES. 
Census mortality bulletin No. 104 contains an 
estimate that from 100,000 to 200,000 babies under 
5 years old die in this country annually from pre- 
ventable causes. 

The Government is pretty well committed to 
a policy of conservation of natural resources.

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PUBLIC CONTROL OF POWER. 
From the New York World. 

Dr. Eliot as issued an appeal.on behalf of the 
preservation te the public of the sources of physical 
power in America, especially coal and water power. 
He instances the coal fields of Alaska, for whose pro- 
tection against monopolizing greed present laws are 
insufficient, as almost the only remaining public coal. 
The monopolization of water power, it has ween de- 
clared, has aiso gone forward at a rapid pace. 

It is a big question which Dr. Eliot raises and oné 
not generally understood. Everyone on the Atlantic’ 
Coast knows how the anthracite supply has been 
monopolized; he reads the story tn his coal bills. 
But of Alaskan and Western coal fields, and par- 
ticularly of the water power wiiich electrical trans- 
mission has made so important, public knowledge is 
lacking, There are no accurate statistics. 

The anthracite field was easily monopolized because 
it is small, definitely limited and‘ contained mainly 
in one stat? which is negligent -of public interests. 
If Pennsylvaria had earlier passed fts: present Con- 
stitution and had enforced it, there could be no Coal 
Trust. 

It is high time for lesistatuein a and executives to 
take energetic action to save whatever power sources 
the people still hold. But the ability to control, reg- 
ulate and when necessary retake such property is in 
itself a mighty resource. 





GIVING AND GETTING.

Our charities are so generally regarded as a proot 
of a highly philanthropic civilization, that few recog- 
nize them as a symptom of a disease. They seem to 
be the result of the experience of 1900 years, but they 
are really the result of our misunderstanding of the 
teachings of these 1800 years. 

To relieve fresent misery is the best that charity 
can do, and to talk of making men holier before 
securing them against want, is idle pretense. To 
teach contentment with present unjust conditions be- 
cause there is hope of better in another world, !s a 
mistake, just as it is a mistake to teach that we are 
better cff than ever, that we are improving, or else 
that it is the will of God that we should be in this 
condition. To create this attitude of mind helps to 
disguise the worst symptoms of injustice and misery, 
and also serves to uphold those who have forgotten 
God ag a factor in their dealings. 

No change for the better will ever result from this 
course. The love and sympatny that could redeem 
conditions are diverted from their office and set 
to dealing out soup tickets in place of justice. 

The problem will not be solved by raising the stand- 
ard of living. So long as the amount of work to be 
done or the amount to be paid for it, is ltmited, to 
increase desires and raise the standard of living 18 
but to increase hardships and immorality. With this 
higher standard and no increase of pay, men will be. 
unable to keep wives as they are used to being kept, 
so they will keep establishments without keeping 
wives.

New York Lawyer Says Jurist 
Only Repeats Queries of 
Counsel.

NEW YORK, Nov. 13—The recent 
criticism in this country of French 
criminal procedure a8 illustrated by the 
Steinheil trial, has been caused by a 
misapprehension of ‘the Continental 
criminal procedure, rather than by any 
prejudice or desire to be unjust to 
France. 

The French legal system fs very an- 
‘cient, and in some of its aspects was 
inherited from the Roman law. It was 
a logical and comprehensive procedure 
when the English common law was in 
its infancy. 

The sole scrious difference between 
France and American criminal iaw is 
that under the former the accused is 
put on the witness stand and forced to 
testify, even though by doing so he 
places him own lHiberty in jeopardy, 
while our law has inherited from En- 
gland the rule against self-incrimina- 
tion, that is, the constitutional guaranty 
that no person shall be compelled in a 
criminal case to be @ Witness against 
himself. 

This rule arose in England before the 
American Revolution. It had for its 
object the-protection of the individual 
from. the tyranny of the crown. But 
that necessity having long since ceased 
to exist, many lawyers believe that 
such a rule today merely tends to fur- 
nish an’ obstacle to the prompt and ef- 
ficient.detection of crime. 

Judges From Grand Jury. 
The present French system is, briefly, 
as follows: The preliminary courts are 
almost identical with ours} with the ex- 
ception that our grand jury is composed 
of laymen and the Chambre des Mtses 
en Accusation of judges. 

The jury is composed of 12 men and it

Judge Asks Questions. — 
The fact that the Judge asks the 


questions has been criticised as appear- 
ing to make the Judge a prosecutor, but 
when it is understood that these ques- 
tions are asked at the request of coun- 
sel for the accused us well as of the 
prosecuting officer, because it is deemed 
a more dignified method of procedure, 
it becomes evident that the criticism is 
superficial. 

To sum up, the French proceeding af- 
fords: 

1, A preliminary examination. 

2. An indictment, 

3. A public trial. The prisoner its rep- 
resented by counsel and ganged by a 
jury of his peers. 

Experience has taught dint: generally 
speaking, the admifistration of ¢rim- 
imal justice in France fs rapid and ef- 
ficient, although the juries are some- 
times governed by considerations quite 
as sentimental as our own juries, and 
it is fair to say that a woman charged 
with crime has at least as good an op- 
portunity of acquitta,y at tne hands of 
a French jury as she would have at the 
hands of an American jury. 

Not Presumptien of Guilt. 

The popular impression seéms that in 
France there is a presumption of guilt 
against the prisoner the moment he is 
accused. This has been so often heed- 
lessly repeated that possibly some well. 
informed people may assume that there 
is some truth in fit. As a matter of fact, 
it is wholly without foundation. 

Presumption of innocence ig simply 
the expression of a rule of logic to the 
effect that in any Jaw court any al- 
leged fact must be proved, The meth- 
ods of proof may differ widely, but in 
every civilized system it is recognized 
that some legal proof of every dis- 
puted fact must be adduced. The course 
of procedure followed in the French 
court and sd briefly sketched above 
makes it evident that there is no pre- 
sumption of guilt whatever. 

While Intelligent discussion on these 
subjects is useful, it would be better 
could. we realize how sadly our own 
criminal law and penal methods need 
reforming. Would that some American 
Bentham might arrive who could . bring 
our law up to the highest standards of 
scientific jurisprudence. Surely no bet- 
ter guaranty against anarchy exists 
than a s-und, scientific system of crim- 
inal law efficiently administered.

“The quest for the real cause of sui- 
cide, "seemingly, must go beyond the age, 
social condition and financial circum- 
stances of those who are its Victims. 

’ Insanity the Cause. 

Many physicians are coming to the 
belief that insanity—even though of mo- 
mentary duration— is the best explana- 
tion. Insanity is growing menacingly. 
Frequently it takes the form of suicidal 
‘mania. Even in persons not suspected 
of any mental derangement it may man- 
ifest itself under conditions and stresses 
that would not otherwise prompt self-de- 
struction. ; 


As the cause of insanity, in turn, pschy- 
chidtrists give intemperance. Dr. Henry 
S. Atkins, superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum, says that addiction to alcohol 
accounts directly or indirectly for 90 per 
cent of the insanity with which he has 
to deal. In the person who himself has 
fot been’ an alcoholic, there can be 
found the blight of heredity, Dr. Atkins 
contends. 
“If that be true, the abnormal fre- 
quency of suicide among the Teutonic 
part of St. Louis’ populatjon would seem 
te be largely explained. They constitute

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There is no deubt about the soundness 
of the diagnosis in Mon’s case. The

he was cured and asked that a bacter

Mon speaks English volubly, but he is 
hard to understand, because of his ec- 
centric pronunciation. He knows~ this, 
and when he sees he is not making him- 
self understood, he stops and spells the 
words that are in doubt. He is proud 
of being a Christian and educated, and 
is any, enthusiastic ‘“‘Melican.” 

He was born in San Francisco 29 years 
ago, and came to St. Louis in 196. He 
went to work in a laundry in North St. 
Louis. He was troubled* with a swell- 
ing and fever in one of his feet and was 
sent to the City Hospital, where an op- 
eration was performed. While he was 
convalescing the discovery was made 
that he had leprosy. To a  Post-Dis-

patch reporter Mon told his story, which 
he himself found. intensely amusing at 
times. 

Mon says he reads the Bible, which 
teaches the Golden Rule, and that con- 
soles him when he becomes impatient 
and wants to get out and go back to 
work. He fears he may give some oth- 
er person the leprosy, so he is content 
to obey the doctor’s orders and remain 
in Quarantine. In the dead of night 
sometimes, when Mon wakes up and be- 
comes very lonesome, he longs for hu- 
man companionship, but when he can- 
not hear others talk to him he makes 
music for himself. 

“IT sing Sunday School 
says, 
No Christians come to see me, for 
they say it.is too fay down here. I am 
sorry, for I like Christians. I read the 
Bible and sing.’ 

Mon starteu in on a Sunday School 
song, “Shall there be any Stars in My 
Crown, in My Crown?” and crooned it 
cheerfully. 

The Chinese leper doesn’t think very 
highly of the Japanese.

Mon’s principal diversion is raising 
chickens. He has two. roosters and 
about thirty hens, which are as famil- 
lar with him as they are with each 
other. Recently the chickens at Quar- 
antine suffered an epizootic of “limber- 
neck,”” a curious and deadly disease. 
Mon’s fowls escaped the infection al- 
most entirely, while more then 200 of 
the others, not a quarter of a. mile 
away died. The theory is that Mon’s 
plan of feeding his chickens only once 
@ day, and making them hustle for 
grasshoppers and worms the rest of the 
time, put them in shape to resist the 
“limberneck”’ bug. 


No one at Quarantine has the slight- 
est fear of contracting léprosy from 
Mon Wing. He is as isolated as if he 
were on a desert island. The-doector 
visits him regularly, but does not touch 
him. His supplies of food and milk 
and medicines aré left at his gate, and 
he has a special water tap. His clothes 
are provided by Mrs. Dwyer, and he 
is proud of a tweed suit that formerly 
belonged to one of the Dwyer boys.

Charged with embezzling $5921.44 from

weeks ago, Wann V. Teasdale of 33 
Amherst avenue, University City, gpent 
last night in the St. Louis Jalil, in de- 
fault of $10,000 bail. 

Teasdale was arrested at 5 p. m. yes- 
terday in the detective office of Mathew 
Kiely, at Sixth and Olive streets. Teas- 
dale, who is related.te prominent St. 
Louls families of his name, had been 
under constant surveillance since Oct. 
21, a detective accompanying him wher- 
ever he went, and sleeping at night in 
his suburban - home. 

Werrant Is Issued. 

A warrant embedying the charge was 
issued in the afternoon by United States 
| Commissioner. Stanton at. the instance 
of Leon Quick, president of the bank 
and City. Treasurer. Teasdale was ar- 
raigned before Commissioner Stanton, 
and waived preliminary hearing. He 
was bound over until the next. grand 
jury, which meets in May. 

Friends of Teasdale tried to get’ bond, 
bu: found that the Federal officials 
who would have to be consulted had 
left their offices. An attempt was 
made to obtain permission for Teasdale 
to spend the night in his home in the 
custody of a deputy marshal, but United 
States Marshal Morsey had left the 
city, and no such arrangement could 
be made save by his orders. ; 

Waited for Child’s Birthday. 
George Safford, attorney for Teasdale, 

said last night that he would have been 
arrested several: days ago if the teller 
had not begged Mr. Quick to postpone 
action until after the celebration of the 
fourth birthday of his only child, Gay 
Martin Teasdale. 

Teasdale refused before Commissioner 
Stanton to tell his name, age or address. 
He declined to plead in any way to the 
charge against him. 

Quick, who denied flatly Friday that 
Teasdale’s accounts were under investi- 
gation, and asserted that the paying 
teller was away on a vacation and 
could return to his position in thé bank 
at any moment he pleased, issuéd the 
following statement after the arrést: 

It is the custom in our institution 
for a committee ef directors to make 
@n examination of the bank at fre- 
quent intervals. Thursday evening, 
Oct. 21, a committee, consisting of 
two other directers and myself ex- 
amined the bank, checking up every 
department carefully and counting 
the money of each department. We 
found a shortage in the accounts of 
W. V. Teasdale, the paying teller, of 
$6921.44, which shortage he admitted 
and stated to the committee of di- 
rectors that no one but himself. 
was implicated in the transaction. 

Mr. Teasdale was immediately re- 
Heved of his position. The shortage 
is fully covered by surety bond, 
therefore the bank will suffer no 
loss. 

Although Teasdale would not dis- 
cuss his arrest, Attorney Safford said 
he was authorized to make the fol- 
lowing statement in the name of his 
client: 

I admit the existence of & 
Shortage in my accounts. I deny, 
however, that I personally took 
a cent of the bank’s money. The 
deficit is due to lax methods of 
bookkeeping in the bank, not to 
peculationg by me. 

The shortage at first charged 
to me was $7900. Much of this 
was for bad paper and worthless 
checks which I accepted. It was 
understood at the bank that we 
Were to take some chances, in 
Order to attract customers. Since 
I was dismissed from the bank, 
‘one of the men whose check was 
charged against me made it good, 
fotncins the balance against me 

to $5921.44. 

Perhaps some of the other 
checks charged to me will yet be 
redeemed, still further lessening 
the shortage.

Cowgirl Fiancee of Prisoner 
Weeps When Sentence Is 
Pronounced. 


Ten years at hard labor in a federal 
prison and a fine of $1000 for stealing 
one cent was imposed by Judge Dyer in 
the United States District Court yes- 
terday afternon on Charles E. Davis, 
alias Edward Conn. alias Ed Louis. 
When the sentence was pronounced Da- 
vis’ ‘fiancee, Miss Minnie Easley, a 
cowgirl from Sapulpa, Ok., who had 
remained at his side during a two days’, 
trial, broke down and’ wept. 

Davis was one of four men who 
robbed the postoffice at Wellsville, Mo., 
April 14, and blew open the safe. Three 
thousand dollars which they had ex- 
pected to find there had been removed 
during the afternoon by the bac 
ter. They got one cent. 

Davis. was indicted under the name 
of Edward Conn, which, he said on 
the witness stand, he had assumed in 
order to keep the family name from 
disgrace. It was said at the federal 
building yesterday that Davis is closely 
related to the Rev. Dr. T. DeWitt Tal- 
mage, his mother being a Talmage. 

This relationship was denied by Da- 
vis’ attorney, Wodson Norvell of Tulsa, 
Ok., who admitted, however, his client 
was a cousin of William H. Talmage, 
one of Oklahoma's leading citizens, and 
that his mother’s name was Talmage 
before her marriage. 

Davis had only his own testimony 
and that of Priest, who had already 
been sentenced for the robbery, to the 
effect that he was not a member of 
the gang. After the trial Miss Easley 
announced that the case: would be ap- 
pealed. Davis’ bond on appeal was

For a few minutes the brave men choked and gasped in the 
open. 

: Then they re-entered the cages. The second time they cameé to the top, this time 
with a number of miners who were alive. ‘ Half stifled, with lungs parched and 
all but bursting, the rescuers returned to the cage a third time, and for a third 
time made a descent into the pungent darkness of the mine. 

They found the stables a furnace, but the man they were trying to rescue 
had not reached: the bottom of the shaft. So up they went to the air again with 
a load of rescued, and to gain breath for another battle with the mine.

When they staggered out of the cage the third time, Dr. Howe was over- 
come by the heat and smoke. He recovered sufficiently to struggle to cet 
back into the cage for the fourth trial, but his companions, recognizing that 
he was more needed above, forced him back, For the fourth time the en- 
gineer at the top of the shaft, which by this time was smoking like a factory 
chimney, opened his throttle to pull up the cage. Perhaps half the cable had 
coiled itself about the drums above the rising cage when flame spurted out 
of the top of the shaft. The downcast shaft had become a chimney in truth, 

As the car continued to rise in the narrow shaft, the flames enveloped it. 
and blistered the heros within as bread is toasted,by a fire. No man could 
live through such an ordeal. 

By this time the population of Cherry, 3000 people, had entities at the 
shaft mouths of the mine. 
bring all the physicians within 20 miles to the scenes 

All the physicians in Spring Valley rushed to the town of Ladd by auto- 
mobiles, and reached Cierry by a special train. 


Drugs Brought by Auto. 


All drug stores in Spring Valley were ransacked for surgical supplies and 
automobile loads of them were hurried into Cherry at top speed. Strong men 
volunteered to fight back the frantic relatives of the entombed miners. 

The tongues of most of the countries of Southern Europe, but especially of 
Aastria, Italy and Lithuania, were heard in a tempest of lamentations. 

The workers in the mines of Cherry come from the countries named in 
numbers proportioned tothe order. Many of the miners were boys of 16 or 17. 
heir mothers, many of them, had been.widowed years before by similar ca- 
tastrophes in other mines. : 

The huge ventilating fan controlling the air supply of the mine continued 
to work until 3 o’clock. Then the fire reached the machinery and it stopped

At 8 o’clock it was found necessary to take the final step of sealing 
both shafts of the mine, cutting off all hopes of anybody SUrVIVERG in the 
huge underground furnace. 

William Bundy, whose father, the mine boss, died tn the rescuing 

party, was in charge of the work. He called up W. W. Taylor of Chicago, 
superintendent of all the St. Paul company’s mines, by long distance tele- 
phone, :

“when the fire starfed my father and two other mine bosses, also Nord- 
rum, who had charge on the third vein, and Thomas Williams, the top boss, 
leq the work of rescue. They were below and refused to get in the cages 
while their men were left to die in the flames. They ‘stayed too long. . 

“As the flames ‘rushed upward through the air shaft, all hope of saving 
the men caught under ground was given up.

“Hay is taken down every day to feed the mules, and a man rides down 
in the cage with each bale.

He Received Wrestling Instruc- 
tions From Wife of “Athos 
"the Great.” 


Motorcycle Policeman William J. 
Schneider wil! he recommended for 
appointment as jiu jitsu instructor of 
the St. Louis police force by Col. John 
A. Laird, president of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, 

Schneider says he knows by intu- 
ition most of the Japanese artifices 
by which a police David can vanquish 
a “Bottoms Gang” Goliath. Besides, 
he was taught wrestling by Lulu 
Harris, wife of “Athos the Great,” a 
professional wrestler, and when his 
instinctive jiu jitsu fails, will be able 
to rely on the half-Nelson, the ham- 
mer lock, the armhold and the wrist 
Brip. 

“‘Mrs. Athos taught me a lot of 
wrestling tricks,” says Schneider. “I 
used to wrestle with her every day 
when she and her husband were ex- 
hibiting at one of the theaters.. At 
first she could throw me, but I 


learned so much from her that I could }. 


finally out-wrestle her husband.” 

“I, have heard that Schneider is a 
finished wrestler,” said Col. Laird 
yesterday, “and I shall probably rec- 
®mmend his appointment as athletic 
4nstructor in the*denartment at the 
next meeting of the Police Board.” 

Better Methods Than the Club. 

The determination of the Police 
Commissioners to instruct policemen 
in more delicate methods of conquer- 
ing misbehavers than that of beating 
them to death with clubs, followed 
the demise of Ralph Collins, whose 
skull was fractured by a blow from 
the night stick of Policeman O’ Hearn 
of the Page Avenue Police Station, 
and who died of the injury eight 
hours later.. O’Hearn is under in- 
dictment for murder in thé second de- 


gree. 
“A policeman doesn’t need a club,” 


says Schneider, “if he knows a few of 
the wrestling holds.. I don’t believe in 
clubs or revolvers except in the unusual 
case of a criminal desperado. Even 
then, a rubber ‘billy’ ought to be enough 
to take all of the fight out of him. 

Easy to Overcome Average Man. 

“The ordinary policé-, prisoner, whe 
breaks some city ordinancé, can be ovér- 
come easily if the policeman knows one 
or two wrestling tricks. I have one 
which I call. the ‘come-along’ hold, by 
which I can lead most men, even if 
they weigh a hundred poufids more than 
-I, easily té the police tox. Then I 
have another grasp by which I can be- 
numb their hands with two fingers. I 
would use this while telephoning for the 
patrol wagon. - 

“With more dangerous men, I should 
@mploy the leg hold, by which I could 
twist their legs out of joint, if neces- 
sary. When a man starts after a re- 
volver, I would seize his hand with 
One of mine, and with the other chuck 
him undér the chin. With this hold I 
could bréak his neck if I needed to.’’ 

Schneider says he -is in favor of 
building a police gymnasium in which 
to instruct his classes. He could take 
Only 10 pupils at a lesson, he says. 

“Most of the police are too fat to 
begin wrestling at once,” he asserts, 
“without preliminary exercifes. I would 
start them with light work in the gym- 
nasium, and when they have dimin- 
ished their circumferences, would start 
them to wrestling. ,1 would teach them 
that a slap on tHe wrist, if delivered 
on the right spot, would cow most pris- 
oners.’’ 

Schneider. is 4 years old ahd when in 
condition’ weighs 150 pounds. For § six 
years previous to his joining the police 
force four months ago, ‘he Was a: mem- 
ber of the South Broadway Athletic As- 
sociation, and frequently wrestled with 
professionals in St. Louis theaters. Mosi 
of his opponents weighed about 100 
pounds more than ‘fhe, such as Shad 
Link, ‘Kid’ Cutler, ‘““Prokus the Greek,’’ 
“Athos the Great,’’ and John Reichen-

A. R. Stafford, knight errant and pat- 
tern of chivalry, says that many St. 
Louisans have, A man with a blue spot 
on his heart need not worry about it. 
There is no danger that it will affect 
his health. In fa¢t, Mr. Stafford says, 
it is a very fine thing to have and it, 
won't hurt you a bit. 

He is the man who originated the 
Blue Button Brigade, a league of men 
who pledged themselves to wear little 
blue buttons on their coat lapels in 
token of their willingness to give up 
their street car seats to women. 

Now they are pestering him with that 
old, old question: “Button, button, who's 
got the button?” 

The reason for this is ‘that it has been 
observed that few St. Louis men are 
wearing the blue badge of chivalry. 

“That's true,” said Mr. Stafford to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “but it only 
shows that the men of St. Louis are 
wearing their buttons on their hearts 
instead of on their coats. The blue spot 
on the héart is the thing that counts 
and I am convinced that whether the 
buttons are being worn or not the ef- 
fect of the movement which I berate 
‘has borne much fruit. 

Buttons Made Them Think. 

“Tt made people think. With all our 
enterprise we are somewhat conserva- 
tive when it comes to making an open 
show of our emotions, and I am willing 
to admit that fewer buttons are being 
worn than I expected. 

“But that isn’t the point. The object 
has been accomplished just the same. 
The publicity given to the button plan 
has stirred up the Jatent chivalry in 
St. Louls men. It got them to thinking, 
and hundreds of them who were not 
willing to go so far as to wear the but- 
tons have béen won over to ‘the idea 
that it is wrong for a man to occupy a 
sqat in a street car while a woman is 
standing. — 

“My main object was to stir up senti- 
ment on that point and I think the pur- 
pose has been accomplished. In fact 1 
know it has, because I have been keep- 
ing a close watch on the St. Louis street 
cars since the button movement was 
launched six weeks ago. 

“Others have been helping me in these 
observations and: we find that on every 
line in St. Louis the conditions have 
been improved 50 per cent.

Bound Over to Grand Jury. 

Meyers denies the identification and 
maintains that his name is Schultz, and 
that he lives in Kansas City. Mc- 
Kinzie also says Kansas City is‘ his 
home. Both were held for the grand 
jury under $1800 bond each yesterday by 
Justice .Scharth of Mascoutah, on 
charges of highway robbery, burglary 
and larceny, and horse stealing. They 
were taken to the Belleville Jail 
await the action'of the grand jury. 

Friday afternoon Meyers and McKin- 
zie hired a horse and buggy from a liv- 
ery stable of McKinley & Stewart at 
Freeburg, promising to return it at 7

them. 

He evertook them at Fayetteville and 
at the point of a revolver forced them 
to turn toward Freeburg. In a patch 
of timber the men turned tables on 
Stewart, relieved him- of his revolver 
and $0 and his rig and told him to hur- 
ry home. After visiting the Schleuter 
homes they went to. Mascoutah. 

«Qne Wounded, Both Surrender. 

They were recognized and arrested 
by City Marshal Ettling, who had been 
warned by telephone. While under ar- 
rest, the men turned on Ettling, took 
his revolver and escaned. Near the 
Kolb coal mine they hid under a box 
car and were discovered by George Deu- 
ser. Deuser called Constable John An- 
derson, Two coal miners were pressed 
into service, and with Deuser and An- 
derson, all armed with riot guns from 
the coal: mine, surrounded the car. 

When the men attempted to escape 
Anderson shot McKinzie in the right 
leg. When Meyers saw that his pal 
was wovnded, both surrendered.

HE extent of the family en- 
T couraged by the mis a man,

Dependent upon the elevator boy 
and janitor for everything, the head 
of such a home is not a real hus- 
band. 
Like homes of the cliff dwellers in 
the pueblos of the West.

Arclibishop Glennon in an interview 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter last 
night said that the modern apartment 


house is a menace to the growth of an. 


ideal city. He said that the only city 
beautiful is the city of homes, and that 
apartment houses are not homes and 
never can be the substitutes of homes. 

The criticism of the new.dwellings that 


have become so popular in St. Louis 
was suggested by the address made by 
Archbishop Glennon in Kansas City 
Thursday night. In that address he 
spoke of the evils that threatened home 
life and one of the points he made was 
the tendency to do away with home life 
that. apartments encourages. The ad- 
dress. created widespread discussion. 

“The: modern city dweller’ said 
the Archbishop has come to be some- 
thing like the cliff dweller in the 
pueblos of the West, Like them 
our modern citizens build one above ah- 
other and instead of houses of their 
own, ljve in apartments that bear some- 
bod "8 name. There used to be in- 
dependence; but those who live in apart- 
ments. are dependent in their comings 
and goings, dependent for their light 
and heat, dependent for body and soul, 
upon the elevator boy and janitor. 

Criticism Is of No Avail. 

“I know you will say that the modern 
apartment has come to stay, and that 
no criticism will prevent its growing 
popularity. You will say that the citi- 
zen today is driven to accept it because 
he cannot procure sufficient help, or the 
help he procures won’t help him; that 
there is independence enough to be 
found in the apartments, and time and 
money and responsibility demand it. 

“I will admit much of this—still the 
apartment house, whatever its advant- 
age, is not, and cannot become a home. 


It is humillating to anyone who would |}. 


claim to be the head of the house to 
find that his head must me bowed all 
the time, and as for the family, the 
rules of the up-to-date apartment do 
not suppose that you have a family. 

“A wife, yes, she-is permitted, and 
possibly a parrot, but a wife and a par- 
rot do not constitute a family no more 
than an apartment house constitutes a 
home. 

“Some cities, because of their geog- 
raphy, like New York, where popula- 
tion and space to live are of the inverse 
ratio, may demand such conditions as 
these. If they cannot spread out they 
may be compelled to burrow in the earth 
as the Chinese do, or go up in. the air 
as the Americans do. 


Not a Need in West. 


“But for cities like St. Louis, or any 
other Western town around which Hes 


the limitless prairies I would say to the 
‘family: Follow the earth call, for it is 
® call to life and independence, 


Go out, 
extend your city Hmits as far as you 
may, make your city a city of homes 
and you will then have every citizen a 
king and every home a castle and the 
wife and mother queen there, and the 
children strong in the strength of the 
homes, stability and virtue. 

“But there are not only impediments 


}to the home’s development in the form 


of the flat and apartment -where the 
Wealthy reside, there is also at the oth- 


| °F end of the line the tenemént house, 


Whero are crowded together the poor 
and lowly. 

“It is quite impossible where people 
are huddled together to preserve even 
the vutward form of domestic life; and 
almost impossible for children in such 
conditions to ever dévelop either in 
physical or moral, order. 

“And yet our cities, progressive and 
anxious to protect the lives of all the 
béople, permit and even protect this 
congestion by allowing ‘the owners to 
rent, and the poor to occupy houses 
that are unfit for human beings to live 
in, and least of all to house the num- 
bers that crowd there.’’

Being 17 years old 
and having been recently confirmed, she 
should have a separate establishment, 
with her own 
lackeys, her carriages, household equip- 
ment, uniforms, furniture and the like, 
bearing her crown and monogram. 

But the Emperor and Empress have 
arranged that no sudden change shall 
be made in her manner of life for the 
present. She will continue to receive in- 
struction from Profs. Porger and 
Schwartz, who have hitherto supervised 
her education, and she will retain her 

ead governess, Fraulein von Saldern, 
as wéll as her English and French gov- 

However, all court traditions cannot 
be broken and the present season will 
have a new attraction in a Princess 
who has “come out.””.§ Until now the 
court balls have been opened by the 
Martanzer (an officer selected and duly 
appointed for his terpischorean attain- 
ments), accompanied by some lady of 
the court. In future the Princess her- 
self will open the ball with some se- 
lected partner. 

Wil Occupy ora Castle. 


‘The chateau the Princess will even- 
tually occupy will be the famous Schloss 
Rheinsberg, about forty miles north of 
‘Berlin.

MILLIONAIRE 1K 
WILL WARNS U 
IDLE LIFE SIN 


Appeals to Rich Young Men to 
Have an Occupation and 
Be Useful in World.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—A striking appeal 
to rich young men not to allow their 
wealth to tempt them into habits of 
loafing and idleness is made by the late 
Lieutenant-Colonel Edward Tufnell in 
his will, disposing of an estate valued 
at $1,718,120 gross, and net pergonalty 
$515,995. 

Col. Tufnell, who had residences in 
Eaton square, at The Grove, Wimble- 
don Park, and Crowhurst Park, Sussex, 
was Unionist M. P. for Southeast Essex 
from 19% to 1906, and was formerly 4 
member of the Kings’ Bodyguard. 

The appeal against loafing is made in 
the following remarkable clause in his 
will: 

Young Man Should Work. 


“I desire to bring home to the minds 
of my sons and of each and every young 
man who may hereafter take benefit in 
my property under this, my will, how 
strongly I hold to the view that every 
man should, during some substantial 
portion of his life, and certainly during 
his early manhood, have some definite 
occupation, and lead a useful life, and 
should not suffer wealth or any acces- 
sion Of wealth or other temptation to 
tempt him into idleness, and a mere 
loafing and useles existence. 


Faith in the Young Man. 

“I might have so framed this, my will 
as to have made idleness operate to 
forfeit the interests hereby conferred on 
my sops or other young men in my prop- 
erty, but I foresee that such a provi- 
sion might, in certain cases, work hard- 
ships, and I prefer to hope and to trust, 

as I do, that no son of mine and no 
other young man who may under this 
my will succeed to the enjoyment of 
any property of mine, will so disregard 
my views herein expressed as to lead 
the life I so strongly deprecate.”’

Venerable Nimrod Declares Out-Door Life

({ F it hadn’t been for my farming, 
my horses and my hunting, they’d 
have buried me long ago,” said 
Norman J. Colman, Secretary of Agri- 
culture under President Cleveland. Mr. 
Colman is an ex-school teacher, ex- 
Alderman, ex-lawyer, ex-District Attor- 
ney, ex-legislator and an ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor of Missouri. 

The “ex” has not been prefixed, how- 
ever, to any of the following odd jobs: 
Farm journal editor, farmer, horse and 
stock raiser and president, general man- 
ager and bottle washer of the Colman 
Hunting Club, which has been in exis- 
tence many years. It was through his 
energies that the Department of Agri- 
culture was made more useful, result- 
ing in the passage of a bill by Con- 
gress establishing it as an executive de- 
partment of the Government. 

Mr. Coleman’s law partner, M. C. 
Kerr, became Speaker of the National 
House of Representatives and died while 
in that position. 

Born in Otsego County, New York, 83 
years ago, mr. Colman has, with other 
things, been doing the child-of-nature 
stunt probably more consistently than 
any other Missourian. Half a century 
ago, amid Missouri's silent, leafy woods, 
Mr. Colman stalked his first deer, shot 
his first bob-white, his prairie hen, tur- 
key, squirrel, ‘coon and ‘possum, and he 
has remained on the job ever since. 
Last year he celebrated his fortieth 
annual hunting trip. 

Yea, verily, for 50 years Great-grand- 
pa Colman has waded the mountain rill

This modél bill is now in the course 
vf preparation. The Law Department 
Will write those provisions prohibiting 
the sale or transfers of the franchise, 
requiring the payment of a large sum 
upon the passage of the ordinance and 
annual amounts from the company’s 
&ross earnings, and stipulating the 
quantity and quality of gas to be fur- 
hished, 

Thirty-Five Cents Maximum Price. 

Under this bill the highest price that 
can be charged for gas will be 35 cents 
a thousand cubic feet. The term of the 
franchise will be for a period of not 
more than 39 years. 

The Street and Sewer departments will 
Bive the Assembly information as to 
what conditions as to street excavations 
Should be met by the company which 
Obtains the franchise, 

Councilmen Schutz and Hildenbrand, 
hegds of the public improvement com- 
mitteées of their respective branches, are 
working harmoniously to draw the. bill 
and expect to have it ready for intro- 
duction within two weeks. 

Unique and intensely modern is the 
bill introduced by Charles F. Ziebold, 
who wants for himself, “associates and 
assigns,’’ a franchise to supply the city 
with natural and artificial gas. 

Rebate on. Earnings Offered. 

In addition to the ordinary purposes 
to which gas is put, Mr. Ziebold seeks 
the privilege of furnishing gas for bal- 
loons. 

Ziebold offers the lowest rate yet 
named by any of the seekers of the 
franchise. For n@tural gas, he fixes 
the price at 33 cents a thousand cubic 
feet, and for artificial gas at 43 cents 
a thousand, with a discount of 1 cent 
per 1000 for prompt payment of bills. 

As a consideration for the franchise, 
Ziebold agrees to pay to the city 5 
per cent of the annual gross earnings 
up to $1,000,000, 7% per cent above $1,- 
000,000 and up to §2,000,000, and 10 per 
cent of the earnings in excess of $2,- 
000,000. 

It is stipulated in Ziebold’s bill that 
the work of laying the mains in the 


city shall begin within 100 days after | 


the passage of the ordinance, and that 
within two years to have 100 miles of 
mains in use, some in each of the 2 
wards, or forfeit the franchise.

And all her friends congratulate her and 
say, ‘How well she did.’ Would you know why 
women are discontented? 

“It is because the home is being perverted 
from the service of humanity and the glory of 
God into an asylum of do-nothingness and l- 
censed abandon. I tell you that the women of 
today must realize that she has work to do... 

“The true index to the charaeter of society is 
ascertained by the position woman bas chosen to 
occupy in the economy of life. If life to her is a 
field to be cultivated, a mission to be fulfilled, a 
palace to be upheld and beautified, then is the 
whole social fabric strengthened and ennobled. 
But if she sees in lire only a journey to be en- 
joyed, a garden to be plucked or a place in which 
to find ease and shelter, by just that much is the 
character of society weakened, and its glory de- 
parted.” 

August Belmont, the millionaire politician and 
business man, recently in New York predicted 
that we should soon lose our independence be- 
cause the national spirit is changing. We are be- 
ginning to look upon all power, he said, as con- 
centrated in one man instead of as a product of 
numbers and organization. 

“This has created the mental habit in the peo- 
ple of individualizing effort, policies and achieve- 
ments,” said Mr. Belmont, “and of attributing to 
individuals power and influence bevond the ca- 
pacity of any human being to possess. 

“It is the same in politics as it is in business. 
Parties ought to stand only for organized pur- 
pose and thought. But under the constant rep- 
resentation of the press the public has come to 
regard parties as being controlled by mere ma- 
chines. 

“In politics now it is either a Roosevelt or @ 
Hughes, a Bryan or a Hearst. It means, if per- 
sisted in, that the people will, sooner or later, 
despair of their own power and let the control of 
affairs drift to one man or set of men.

Dr. Anderson, Mr. Belmont and the suffragettes 
represent the prophets whd see perils in the un- 
dermining of the national spirit and morals.

Too much wealth, luxurious 
living and dissipation are sapping our character 
and destroying the stern qualities which once 
promised to make us great. 

Theodore Roosevelt has at times preached in 
this class, but more frequently toward the close of 
his term he joined with Andrew Carnegie, James 
J. Hill and Gifford Pinchot in warning the na- 
tion against the exhaustion of its natural re- 
sources. Indeed, it was from Pinchot that he ad- 
mits getting many ideas of the urgency of con- 
serving these resources. 

When the governors of the states met at the 
White House in 1908 President Roosevelt told 
them how the forests must be restored and pre- 
served, the soil protected. the rivers deepened and 
the. waste of coal, iron, copper and other minerals 
stopped. Otherwise, in a few generations, he said, 
our wealth would be exhausted. Later, in a mes- 
sage to Congress, he portrayed the land as a 
desert from forest destruction. He showed pic- 
tures of barren hills, valleys and plains in China, 
made so by the ruthless removal of the trees.

The lumber industry is the fourth greatest in- 
dustry in the United States. Its annual value is 
$1,223,730,336. But it has veen concerned almost 
entirely with getting trees into lumber and mar- 
keting them. It has given little heed to replacing 
the timber cut. As a result the New England 
lumber supply is exhausted. Production in the 
South has reached its zenith and is declining. The 
Pacific Coast is now the great lumber country. 

It is estimated that there are 2,000,000,000,000 
feet of merchantable timber left in the country. 
About 40,000,000,000 feet are cut every year. We 
use every year 500 feet of timber per capita, 
whereas Europe uses only 60 feet. ) 

These figures, say the experts, mean a treeless, 
barren country in a few generations, unless forest 
cultivation is practiced scientifically here as in 
Europe. Such cultivation is what Pinchot is try- 
ing to teach. 

Andrew Carnegie, being the Iron Master of 
America, is worried about the exhaustion of iron 
ore and coal. He estimates the present supply of 
iron ore at 10,000,000,000 tons. “The aggregate 
production. to date, 750,000,000 tons,” he says, “is 
about one-thirteenth of the estimated original 
supply. At the recent rate of increase (doubling 
each decade) the production in 1918 will ex- 
ceed 100,000,000 tons; by 1928, 200,000,000 tons, 
and by 1938 it will be over 400,000,000 tons—i. e., 
in that single year, which many of us may expect 
to see, an amount approximating the entire pro- 
duction in the United States up to the close of 
1907. By that date about half of the original sup- 
ply will be gone and only the lowesx grades of 
ore will remain; and all the ore now deemed 
workable will be used long before the end of 
the present century.”

First of all, of course, his riches come from the

He is a shrewd stock 'speculator and his stock 
holdings, well selected, bring him big returns.

Ostend pays Leopold $350,000 a year tribute. The 
Belgian Government allows him $660,000 a year 
as a civil list or salary. 

Leopold started life with a good supply of 
money. His father, Prince Leopold of Saxe-Co- 
burg-Gotha, was a shrewd and thrifty Prince 
and left his son a fortune of $6,000,000. The Bel- 


as they go through the rifle’s barrel, and the 
result is that the gunners may shoot several hun- 
dred yards from the target, however skillfully 
they may aim. 

This “wobbling” is due, not to the wear and 
tear on the rifling through giving a rotary motion 
to a thousand-pound projectile, but to the effect 
of the gases generated by the explosion. These 
gases eat away the hard steel inside the gun, and 
ade the disastrous “play” when the projectile is 

red. 

This strange situation, in which the hardest 
kind of steel is actually eaten up and vanishes in 
thin air, is due to the modern passion for great 
speed. The makers of Uncle Sam’s guns have 
developed the 12-inch rifle until its half-ton shell 
flies a mile in just a fraction more than two 
seconds. In going eight miles, which is its great- 
est effective range, this 12-inch projectile will 
not take more than twenty or twenty-five seconds. 

This great velocity has been attained by making 
the powder chamber larger and larger, by co-- 
respondingly enlarging and strengthening the en- 
tire breach of the gun and by dumping in pow- 
der without regard to the tender feelings of the 
taxpayers. It is the gases from the powder that 
eat the gun. 

The additional velocity comes high. While the 
highest-power 12-inch gun, shooting with a ve- 
locity at the muzzle of 2500 feet per second, will 
shoot straight for 60 rounds, a gun having the 
same sized projectile but imparting to it a speed 
of 2,250 feet per second will shoot straight for 
200 rounds. “ae. 

This seemingly very slight difference in ve- 
locity reduces considerably the «mount of pow- 
der required, which accounts for the 1 life

For years 
before the birth of Baroness Vaughan’s first son 
in 1905 they looked upon the popular Prince Al- 
bert Belgtum, Leopold’s nephew, as their next 
King, and they have been loathe to give him up. 

It was after a yuarrel with her father over 
Baroness Vaughan that Princess Clementine, the 
last of Leopold’s daughters to remain with him, 
insisted that she could no longer stay in his pal- 
ace. .

The other. two princesses have both led lives 
fu’! of tragédy. Princess Louise is the particular 
subject cf her father’s enmity because she in- 
spired a su:t brought against him to wrest from 
him her mother’s dowry. The warfare between 
Louise and her father really began more than 
thirty years ago. | 

When she was 17 years old she was compelled 
by her father to marry Prince Philip of Coburg, 
from whom she begged to be saved. They went 
to Vienna to live in the Austrian court circles. 
Philip made no attempt to win his wife’s affec- 
tions and after six years they let it be known that 
they were separated. 

Louise lived as a lonely, neglected wife for 14 
years. Then in 1895 she met Lieut. Mattachich- 
Keglevich, a young. Hungarian aristocrat. The 
meeting was in a ballroom and they fell. in love 
with one another at sight. Princess Louise en- 
gaged the Lieutenant, who was a crack cavalry- 
man, to give her riding lessons and soon the gos- 
sips of the Viennese court were busy 

Within a year the Lieutenant was ordered to 
leave Vienna and Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria summoned Princess Louise to an audi- 
ence. The Emperor forbade her to attend court, 
saying, “I know everything.” ° 

Princess Louise pleaded in vain for protection 
from gossipers and then left Vienna. She met 
Lieut. Mattachich-Keglevich in Nice. Divorce 
plans were discussed and the Princess appeared 
ostentatiously in public with the Lieutenant, 
hoping to force her husband also to use his in- 
fluence for a divorce. 

The result, however, was that the Austrian 
Emperor forced Prince Philip to challenge his 
wife’s lover to a duel. It was fought in Vienna 
in 1898 and Prince Philip was slightly wounded. 
Then Lieut. Mattechich-Keglevich was arrested on 
a charge of forging Princess Stephanie’s name to 
a check. Stephanie and Louise are sisters.

An Assistant teacher in the big building in which 
Kathryne lives brings the little girl to the office. 

Words of greeting are useless. Yet before Miss 
Hess can give Kathryne the little pat of greeting 
on the shoulder which she undoubtedly has come 
to know, Kathryne has gone to her friend of her

own volition. How she knows Miss Hess is in 
the room, how she knows in which direction 4o 
go to her, both are beyond understanding. Yet 
directly towards her she goes, and brushing her 
hands up and down the 10.ds of Miss Hess’ 
gown, over her face and feeling her hands with 
uncanny rapidity, she gives way to a tiny gasp 
of greeting and a smile of pleasure, which proves 
she knows who is at hand. In order that there 
might be no doubt that she does know, Mi3s Hess 
puts a pin in her hand, and, resting a piece of 
paper on a cushion, Yets her prick the letters of 
the teacher’s name. 

Everything taken into consideration, Kath- 
ryne’s recognition of her mother on the first 
visit the la’ter made to her little girl, but a 
few days ago, was more wonderful than even 
that of Miss Hess. True, she would not have for- 
gotten her mother, but how was she to recog- 
nize her. 

Mrs. Frick was in the office of the institution 
when Kathryne was brought in. No effort was 
made to let the little girl know who had come to 
see her. It is doubtful if it would have been pos- 
sible to tell her. Yet, when still some feet away, 
she broke away from the teacher accompanying 
her ahd ran straigit into her mother’s arms. 
True, she greeted her mother with the same in- 
quisitive touch of her fingers, but it was more 
to verify her first in‘uitive knowledge than any- 
thing else.

Miss Foley is extremely modest over what she 
has accomplished with this little girl. Neither 
will she make eny prediction as to her future, but 
those who have watched her patiently struggling 
to bring. reason and understanaing to her charge’s 
mind know that she is prouder of what she has 
thus’ far achieved t*an of anything she has ever 
done before. 

Dr. A. L. [Edgerton Crouter, principal of the 
Mount Airy Institute, is equally proud of the 
little girl, but r. Crouter will take no credi*, 
either to the institution o1 to himself fo, what 
has thus far been uccomplished. . 

“It is a tremendous task to educate a child 
deprived of the sense of hearing, sight and 
speech,” said Dr. Crovter. “However, :t has been 
done in the past, and we will do it in this most 
interesting case of the little Frick girl. In ed- 
ucating one thts afilicted, you are confronted 
by a solid wall of darkness, which must be pen- 
etrated through the sole agency of the sense of 
touch., Yet once you reach the mind within 
your future progress is assured. 

“The great majority of unfortunate are, as a 
rule, afflicted either with a loss of hearing or 
with a loss of sight, rarely witu the loss of 
both. The first cass, I believe, present less dif- 
ficulties to the teacher than do the second. The 
reason is that the blind live in a world of he‘r 
own. They are oblivious to surroundings. You 
give them an idea and they revolve it constantly 
in their own mind.
